Ghekauf for perjury, 
EXPLOSION IN A FURNACE. 
Two Men Killed and Several Others Badly 
Injured. 


Baan, Ind, Jan. 9.—([Special.}—At 12:30 
o elo today the north one of a battery of two 
bowlers on Furnaces Nos. 18 and 4, located inthe 
extreme north end of the Central Rolling-Mill in 
this city, exploded with terrible force, blowing 
down the entire north end of the mill and scat- 
tering wreck and ruin all. around. The 
boiler, which was twenty-six feet long by forty- 
two inches in diameter, parted, one piece 
eighteen feet long being hurled to the west. It 
out through a large brick smoke-stack, where the 
walls were two feet thick, and landed on the fur- 
nace switch, crossing the iron yard of the blast- 


‘ing furnace, a distance of sixty yards away. The 


smaller piece was hurled in exactly the opposit 
direction, bringing up against a brick smoke- 
stack, which it completely demolished.

TAE COUNCIL. 


Permission Given to Lay a Cabfe on Lake, 
Madison, and Van Buren Streets, Blue 
Island and Ogden Avenues, the Com- 
pany to Pave These Streets from Curb 
to Curb, Sell Twenty-five Rides for One 
Dollar—Yerkes Will Not Accept. b 

The Mayor opened the meeting of the 

Council last nicht, but shortly called Ald. 

Clarke to the chair. The Aldermen took up 

as unfinished business the consideration of 

the West Side cabie ordinance, to which so 
many amendments were added at the previ- 
ous meeting. The ordinance, it will be ro- 
membered, was but partially adopted when 
adjournment was taken. Ald. Wethereil was 
the first one to take the floor in the discus- 
sion of the matter. It was evident that he 
meant business, especially when he began 
talking about the burlésque amend- 
ments added at the last session of 
the Council, which he characterized as circus- 
ring proceedings, with all the accompani- 


ments of sawdust and calcium lights. He 


thought the only way to get back to business 
on the subject was to reconsider those amend- 
ments. This was followed by some discus- 
sion as to what shape the records were in, 
and what action it was necessary to fake in 
order to get the ordinance before the Coun- 
cil in the shape it was when first presented. 
Ald. Kerr made a lengthy speech in favor of 
passing the ordinance as it came from 
the committee, and called attention 
to the fact that Ald. Cullerton, who 
was foremost in opposing all the amendments 
in the interests of the city and people when 
the North Side cable ordinance was up, was 
now attempting to defeat the passage of the 
West Side ordinance by offering amendments 
which he knew would kill it. Aid. Connor 
also took a hand in the discussion, but only

ving on the forty miles of street used 
As the ufe of a pavement was 
seven years, the av annual cost to the 
company would be $112,520 per year. He 
thought that was not too much to ask for the 
valuable fraachises the company was seek- 
ing. Ald. Kerr said there was no reason in 
asking the company to do any such thing. 
Ald. Dixon thougbt the company ought to be 
compelled to pave the streets from curb to 
curb. Ald. Whelan also thought the amend- 
ment ought to be adopted. Ald. Gile suc- 
ceeded in saying something new in 
the long drawa-out discussion.

A Consolidation That Will Do Away with 
Competition. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 9.—(|Special.]—The Phil- 
adelphia Natural-Gas Company at a meeting to- 
day formally ratified the agréement made some 
time ago for the absorption of the Chartiers 
company. There was perfect harmony and a 
general expression of opinion that the union 
was a very wise measure. By this.agreement a 
joint concern is formed, the aggregate capital 
of which is 813, 383. 3888. 33. Seven hundred and 


} sixty manufacturers and 20,000 dwellings are 


supplied with gas, requiring the daily delivery in 
the two cities of 450,000,000 feet of gas. ‘There are 
700 miles of pipe-lines in use and about 
140 wells. B the terms of the con- 
tract the Philadelphia company has ab- 
solute control of the Chartiers’ lines. 
Each company assumes the ayment 
of. its own debts now existin From the gross 
earnings of the consolidated company is to be 
deducted all expenses except laying mains. This 
amount thus deducted will include new wells. 
etc. Of the remainder the Philadelphia com- 
pany will receive 70 per cent and the Chartiers 30 

r cent. The Philadelphia company is author- 
zed to spend $1,000,000 in extending lines, borin 
new welis, etc. For each $66,666.66 so expend 
the Philadelphia company is to receive another 
1 per cent of the net earnings. This does not, 
however, affect the number of shares granted to 
tne Chartiers company. It is the i.tention of 
the Philadelphia company to invest $1,000,000 in 
this way. hen this is done the company will 
receive 8 per cent of the net earnings. 


Prevention Against Small- Pox. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 9.—([Special.]|—Small-pox 
is understood to be prevalent at certain Pacific 
ports outside of the Dominion having trade rela- 
tions with Vancouver, and the people of Van- 
couver are therefore urgently pressing the Gov- 
ernment to establish a quarantine at that port. 
Already there exists a reguiur quarantine station 
ut Victoria, and the Vancovver people have to a 
certain extent the protection they require. By 
the regulations under the proclamation of 1873 
the Collector of Customs at every port in Canada 
is constituted a quarantine officer. In the event 
of any vessel arriving at a port with contagious 
disease on board the Collector is 1 un- 
der the quarantine regulations to take all neces- 
sary steps to prevent the landing of passengers 
or freight until disinfection has taken place. 


The Widow Gets the Cash. 

MONTREAL, Que., Jan. 9%.—[Special.]—The 
cause célébre of Admiral Boxer of London, En- 
gland, against Fred Judah, G. C., advocate of 
this city, has been settled. When Mr. Henry 
Judah died, some years ago, Admiral Boxer took 
an action against the estate, then represented by 
Fred Judah, fer almost $260,000, and the case has 
now been before the courts for the last five 
years. Admiral Boxer died lust July. The whole 
matter has been compromised with Mrs. Boxer, 
and she receives payment of nher claim to the ex- 
tent of $250,000 with interest in cash. The resi- 
due of the late Mr. Judah’s estate remains in 

ssession of Mr. Fred Judah as his uncle's 
egatee.

Gen. Washington Seawell Dies in San Fran- 
cisco, Aged 86 Years. 

SAN FRANcrIsoO, Cal., Jan. 9.— Gen. Washing- 
ton Seawell died at his apartments in the Berk- 
shire Hotel this morning. His disease was en- 
largement of the liver, which, combined with the 
weight of years, caused his death. He leaves 
only two relattves—his sons, Bullitt and J. M. 
Seawell—who will inherit the bulk of his large 


fortune. & 

[Gen. Seawell was born in Virginie in 1902. 
vated from West Point in 1835, and entered 
active mili service as Brevet Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Seventh Infantry, being made a 
full Second Lieutenant shortly afterward. From 
1882 to 1844 he was disbursing agent of Indian 
affairs, from which post he was transterred to 
the position of Adjutant-General and a.de-de- 
camp on Gen, Arbuckle’s staff. From this time 
on he was actively eagaged in Indian wars, where 
he distinguished himself for his bravery, and was 
romo to be a Captain in the Eighth Infantry. 
n 1842 Gen. Worth recommend him for the 
brevet of Major, and in 1848 urged his appoint- 
ment to the command of the corps of cadets at 
West Point. In 1849 Gen. Seawell was with 
the Second Infantry at Monterey, Cal., and 
was consequently one of Oalifornia’s pio- 
neers. At the break out of the War 
of the Rebellion Gen. awell hastened to 
apply for active duty,and had chargeof a 
regiment in 1861 and 1862. He was retired Feb. 
20, 1862. Thoughon the retired list he did not 
entirely give up service until March, 1869, when 
he was fully retired, having served forty-seven 
years and eight months in thearmy. At the time 
of his death he was the second oldest general on 
the retired hst. Gen. Seawell has livea on the 
Pacific coast since 1866,and has been for the 
ater part of the time a resident of Sonoma 
unty, where he owned one of the largest 

ranches in the State of California.] 


Maj. James 8. Rollins.

In 
1868 his district sent him back to the State Sen- 
ate, where he did work until his withdrawal 
from active participation in politica Mr. Rollins 
was anintensely patriotic Union man, one of the 
most prominent in the State, and was a firm ad- 
herent of the old Whig party when that . 
went out of existence. e was equally identi- 
fied with the American party, which succeeded 
it, and on the dissolution of the American party 
he took sides with the Democratic party, being a 
1 personal friend of Gen. Frank P. Blair. 
r. Rollins stood by the Democrats until the 
aged 1880, when he cast his vote for Gartield, and 
1884 he voted for Blaine. He was the father 
of the. State University, one of its Board of 
Curators, and was always deeply interested in

New York’s Senator Makes „ Caustic

Cleveland is able to command. 

The publication of Stewart's letter at the 
same time with the correspondence between 
the President and his Secretary of the Inte- 
rior was unfortunate. The exchange of com- 
pliments between Lamar and Cleveland was, 
of course, very pretty, as was the Secre- 
tary’s determination to stand on his own 
merits. But the belief got abroad that Lamar 
would not have stepped down from the Inte- 
rior Departmentif he had not felt certain of 
eontirmation, and the effect of the letters be 
tween him and the President was destroyed. 
Stewart's letter was mercilesly analyzed by 
his Republican colleagues. The length to 
which he found it necessary to go in defense 
of his position was looked upon as the best 
evidence that he realized his own 
weakness. Senator Spooner, who ranks a

RAKER’S DAY IN OHIO. 


HIS INAUGURATION. 


Columbus Filled with Representative Re- 
publicans from All Parts of the State 


History, Protective Tariff, and Free and 


Fair Elections the Subjects of the In- 
augural Address--Grand Reception in 
the Evening—The Republican Situation 
in New York. 

Co._umsos, O., Jan. 9.—[Special.|—The sec- 
ond inauguration of Gov. Foruker today was 
the greatest political and military pageant 
in the history of the State on a similar occa- 
sion. No less than 2,000 of the Ohio National 


Guard, in addition to at least 3,000 members 


of the various Republican clubs of the State, 
took part in the monster procession, and the 
enthusiasm was unbounded. It was For- 
aker-Day,” and not only a tribute to the 
party he represents, but also to the most 
popular Governor the State has had 
within recent history. The weather 
was splendid for the affair and 
everything passed off in the most successful 
manner. Prominent Republicans represent- 
ing every county in the State were present. 

The cities represented by Republican 
clubs were Cincinuati, Cleveland, Dayton, 
Springfield, Hillsboro, Newark, Bucyrus, 
Mansfield, Chillicothe, Portsmouth, Lronton, 
Mount Vernon, Athens, Lima, Findlay, Piqua, 
Youngstown, Canton, Akron, Westerville, 
Delaware, Hamilton, Steubenville, Toledo, 
Middletown, Kenton, Sidney, and others. 
From Cincinnati and Cleveland came several 
political organizations, the famous cavalry 
troop of the latter city acting as the 
escort to Gov.

fhe military parade was made up 
of companies from the Second. 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, 


and Seventeenth Regiments of the Ohio 
Nauonal Guards and four batteries of artil- 
lery. Adjutant-General Axline was in com- 
mand, with a full cor of officers, at the 
head of the various brigades of marching 
men. 

In the procession following the long liné of 
political clubs came the military proper, and 
aremarkably handsome sight it made. — 
reviewing stand was crowded with e 
Gov. and Mrs. Foraker, his staff (all the 
latter in fuli uniform), officers of the State 
complimentary guests, and the Inaugural 
Committee, composed of members of the 
Legislature, members of the Board of Trade, 
City Council, and press representatives. The 
street was one mass of people as far as the 
eye could reach. Every window in all the 
buildings showed a number of interested 
faces, while the waving of handkerchiefs 
and cheers of the crowd gave a very enthusi- 
astic appearance to the entire affair. Mrs. 
Foraker stood by her husband during the en- 
tire parade, bowing and smiling at the or- 
ganizations as they 

The inaugural proper then followed, the 
oath of office being administered by Chief. 
Justice Owens. The inaugural address of 
the Governor was largely devoted to a review 
of the history and progress of the State dur- 
ing the last 100 P — since the settlement of 
the Northwest Territory at Marietta in 1788, 
and was a splendid and eloquent effort. Re- 
ferring to the changes in Ohio he said: 

The little band who occupied but a foothold 
on the border have swelled to more than 12,000,-

zens, Who have spread out over every acre of the 
200,000 square miles of area which then consti- 
tuted an unoccupied territory, but which today 
comprises the mighty States of Ohio, Indiana, 
IHinois, Michigan, and Wisconsin.

The forests have n swept away and 
the refinements and adornments of civilization 
have been substituted. Considering oniy our 
own State, we have a population greater than 
that of the whole United States at that time. We 
have more wealth anda higher credit, and we 
have more diversity of employment and a 
greater domestic commerce. ‘here is no 
skill of the artisan or wonder of miech- 
anism known to the world with 
which we are not familiar. Education 
is free to the most humble as well as the most 
favored, Churches of every creed are to be 
found in every hamlet to testify, not only of re- 
ligion, but @iso‘of religious liberty. And who can 
tall to remember, as one of the greatest of all 
our blessings, that we not only enjoy the best of 
all Governments but also the supreme 
—4 of knowing and appreciating that it is 
suc 

In closing he pleaded for the preseryation 
of the virtues that had made Ohio one of the 
greatest States in the Union, saving: 

To this end we must discard and reject all that 
falls short of the requirements of the highest 
standard of right; put the lightof truth in every 
man’s Way; permit no distinction founded on 
race, color, nationality, or occupation; and re- 
member always to promote that which is calcu- 
luted to advance America. Butif we would ad- 
vance America we must especially remember to 
always stand firmly for the people's right to be 
honestiy heard at the baijjot-box. o gu 
antee this right by constitutional 
statutory provisions, and then allow it 
to be abused is a fraud anda disgrace. Itstrikes 
a fatal blow at the very foundation of free. popu- 
lar government. It is a just cause of congratula- 
tion that such crimes have been suppressed in 
Ohio. May the day soon ceme when the same 
can be said of every other State in the Union. 
Until then there cannot be, and there should not 
be, any relaxation of the effort to secure such a 
result. The flag of the Nation must mean absolute 
protection in the enjoyment of all his rights 
to every man who looks with allegiance 
upon its folds. It must mean more. It must 
continue to represent to all, wherever it may be 
carried, a people who have sense enough and 
patriotism enough to take care of their country 
in @ business way. We must dig our coal out of 
our own hills and our ore out of our own mines. 
We must raise our own wool, have our own fac- 
tories, furnaces. foundries, and machine-shops. 
In so far as God has blessed us with nut- 
ural resources and ability to use them, we 
must decline to depend upon others, By 
their development we must give employment to 
our labor, inventive — to our mechantos, 
home markets to our farmers, a domestie com- 
merce to the sections that will pind them to- 
gether in yet stronger bonds of union and insure 
peace, contentment, prosperity,and independence 
to the millions of freemen whose ** fortune 
it is and will be now and hereafter to have this 
land for their priceless heritage.

on Dominican Sugar—A Case Involving a 
Wisconsin Patent Sustaining the Post- 
master-General—No Action in the Max- 
well Murder Case. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 9.—A decision 
was rendered by the Supreme Court of the 
United States today in the habeas-corpus 
case of the Mayor and City Council of the 
City of Lincoln, Neb., who are now in the 
custody of the United States Marshal there 
for contempt of an order of the United States 
Circuit Court. This court, in a long opinion 
by Justice Gray, holds that a United States 
Circuit Court, sitting as a court of equity, 
has no jurisdiction whatever over crim- 
inal cases, or cases involving the appoint- 
ment or removal of State and municipal offi- 
cers. The proceedings of the Federal Court 
in Nebraska, therefore, were from the begin- 
ning in the nature ofa usurpation of the 
functions of a court of law, were beyond its 
jurisdiction, and were null and void. The 
detention of the Mayor and City Council of 
Lincoln in custody is illegal and they are en- 
titled to a discharge. The Chief Justice and 
Justice Harlan dissented. 

THE DUTY ON DOMINICAN SUGAR. 

A decision was also rendered in the caseof 
James F. Whitney and others against Will- 
iam A. Robertson, Collector of the Port of 
New York.

It would require the clearest 
to justify a corclusion that the Government 
of the United States intended to preclude 
self from such en ments with other 
countries, which might in the future be of 
the highest importance to our tnterests. 

2. That the act of Congress under which 
the duties in this case were collected author- 
ized their exaction. It was of general lica- 
tion, and made no exception in favor of goods 
ofany country. It was after the treaty 
with the Dominican public, and if there 
be any conflict between the stipuiations of 
the treaty and the requirements of the law 
the latter must control. If the country with 
which the treaty is made is dissatisfied 
with the action of the legislative 
department, it may present its com- 
plant to the executive head of 
the Government, and take such other meas- 
ures as it may deem essential for the protec- 
tion of its interests. The courts can afford 
no redress. When a law is clear in its 
visions its validity cannot be i ore 
the courts for want of conformity to stipula- 
tions of a previous treaty not already exe- 
cuted. The ju ent of the United States 
Circuit Court in favor of the Collector is af- 


med.

started in January and made such rapid 
progress that before six months had passed 


it virtually controlled and brought harmony 


among the crushers, where chaos had 
reigned.” The facts seem to justify this en- 
thusiastic statement. When the trust was 
organized in January raw oil brought only 38 
cents, but at the end of the year the market 
closed at 52 cents—an advance of 37 per cent. 
If more mills can be brought into the com- 
bine the price of oil may be pushed still 
higher. The duty on raw oil is a fraction 
over 54 per cent. This puts up a pretty high 
wall to exclude foreign competition and af- 
fords home producers a wide margin 
of forced profit if they will only 
combine among themselves and stifle 
domestic competition as effectually as the 
tariff throttles that from abroad. An excess- 
ivety high duty will dispose of one kind of 
competition, and a tariff-protected trust will 
make anend of the other. When the law 
offers a premium or reward for the organiza- 
tion of a trust monopoly it is not to be supposed 
that producers will continue a foolish compe- 
tition and give the public the advantage of 
low prices. The example of the Linseed-Oil 
Trust is about to be followed by tue lass 
manufacturers, who have organized an asso- 
ciation, divided up territory, and arranged 
to fine any manufacturer selling below the 
card price. “If prices are cut by them the 
association is to sell in their market at such 
prices as will make their territory unprofit- 
able to them.“ In this manner it is thought 
that even reluctant manufacturers can be 
forced into the pool and such a monopoly 
created that prices can be put up and main- 
tained at 50 per cent above the aver- 
age of a year ago. The tariff will 
prevent outside competition interfering 
witti the execution of such a scheme. The 
duty on glassware is 45 per cent, on window 
glass 60 to 100 per cent, and on plate glass as 
high as 147 per cent, Wath a well-organized 
pool combine there will be nothing to prevent 
the manufacturers charging up to the full 
limit of the tariff and pocketing excessive 
profits. Why shouldn’t they combine to 
squeesé all the benefits from the tariff and 
seize the plum held out by ultra-protec- 
tionists? 

There is no reason to doubt the success of 
the Glass Trust. In fact, prices have already 
advanced heavily, and customers are hurry- 
ing to make their purchases before the trust 
organization is completed and the thumb- 
screws put on tighter. Hence the present 
exceptionally high price and unusual demand 
for glass at this season. The rise in price is 
a clean grab which could not be made if the 
tariff on glass was decent. The rate now 
runs from 45 to 100 per cent, and even higher, 
on certain kinds of plate glass. If the 
tariff were cut down to a decent figure the 
trust would be smashed and glass sold at a 
profit at two-thirds the present prices. To 
maintain excessive tariff is to foster trustism 
and trust robbery of the public. Will the 
Chicago and Illinois members vote against 
correcting the gross “inequality of the 


| tariff” in the duty on giass and glassware or 


will they keep the pledge of the Republican 
National platform and remedy this and other 
like wrongs? If not, whose interests are they 
representing—those of the Glass Trust of 
Pittsburg or those of the people of Lilinois? 
The people are getting their eyes open to the 
connection between tariff monopoly and 
trustism, and they will make an example of 
Congressmen who vote to retain exvessive 
duties in order that trade rings may bleed 
the public without fear of outside competi- 
tion. 


DR. M’GLYNN’S BLOW AT TEMPORAL SOV- 
EREIGNTY. 

The reports which have been recently cur- 
rent to the effect that Dr. McGlyan, the un- 
frocked priest; would shortly find his way 
back to Rome, after visiting some penitential 
Canossa, are effectually set at rest by his 
pungent lecture on The Pope ia Politics,” 
which he delivered in New York last Sunday 
evening to an immense audience of Catholics, 
It may be fairly assumed that he has widened 
the breach to an uncrossable extent and that 
the church dignitaries, both in Rome and New 
York, will henceforth regard him as an 
apostate of apostates, and worse than all 
other heathen and heretics. 

It must be confessed that apart from his 
dénial of the function of infallibility and of 
the right of temporal power to the Pope 
he has not treated Leo XIII. with much 
personal respect at the beginning of his 
year of jubilee. This much, however, 
is to be said for Dr. MéeGlynn.. He 
is an impulsive, choleric man who cher- 
ishes a personal grievance for the man- 
ner in which the church has treated 
him, and having of his own motion severed 
his connection by refusing to recant what he 
evidently believes to be true, he does not hes- 
itate to strike back his stoutest blows, and 
to strike them at the head of the church. 
But waiving the manner of his discofirse the 
matter is sound. His description of the fol- 
hes and absurdities of the papal pretensions 
was truthful, and he can maintain his posi- 
tion if neea be from historie and moral stand - 
points. Were the believers in Dr. McGlynn’s 
position polled it would be found that they 
number nearly one-half of all the Koman 
Catholic male adults of Italy, France, Gar- 
many, Austria, and the United States who 
read newspapers and books and who have 
sufficient self-respect and self-assertion to» 
form opinions of their own instead of 
tying themselves to the priestly leading- 
strings and allowing others to think for 
them. In other words, they deny the Pope’s 
preposterous claim to infallibility and his 
right to political control in the world, as well 
as to secular rule in Italy in the so-called 
“States of the Church.“ 

The Roman Catholic Church affirms that it 
was founded on the rock of Peter, and that 
its Popes are his successors. But, as Dr. 
McGlynn says, “In no land should the 
disciple who inherits the office of Peter be 
above the Master, and if the Pope is the suc- 
cessor of Peter he should surpass every other 
in meekness, in lowliness, and in poverty 
of spirit.” Peter never laid claim to polit- 
ical control or temporal power. He never 
claimed a foot of ground in the Eternal 
City. His domination was over the souls 
ef men. He never gave the political control 
of Rome to the Popes, for he never had it to 


give. The church received its spurious — 


from Charlemagne. It was 
who gave or undertook to give the mach

which expired with his death. If such a 
title as that possessed any vitality it would 
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claim from a spiritual, historical, or moral 
point of view. It 1s unquestionably 
true, as Dr. McGlynn says, “ The more pol- 
itics you take from Rome the less religion 
you will have,“ and thousands upon theu- 
sands of communicants of the church will 
indorse the statement of their unfrocked 
priest.

CHINA’S DISASTER. 

However dense the population of China 
may be—and as to this question there are 
very conflictung reports—it is evident that 
nature is not sparing of her efforts to keep 
down the increase through the agency of dis- 
asters by flood and feld.“ Owing to the 
natural secretiveness of the Chinese and 
their indisposition to communicate with the 
outside world, as well as to the peculiarly 
Oriental indifference with which suffering is 
regarded, many of these disasters are not 
made public, but sometimes they reach such 
phenomenal dimensions that their suppres- 
sion is a matter of much difficulty. Thus, in 
1885, a great flood swept away 10,000 victims. 
In 1886 the cholera ravaged the country, and, 
although no exact return has been made of 
the number of its victims, it is known they 
must have exceeded 100,000. Last year floods 
in July drowned 5,000 persons, in August 
2,000, and in November 4,000. Meanwhile 
over 2,000 lives were lost in two conflagra- 
tions and nearly 2,500 by the typhoons of the 
treacherous Chinese Sea. All these dis- 
asters, however, fade into insignificance 
when compared with the terrible calamity 
of last month, which was one of the most 
appalling of modern times in the number of 
lives sacrificed, of villages and towns de- 
stroyed, and in the resultant suffefing to the 
wretched survivors. 

It will probably never be known how many 


victims were swept away by the sudden 


flood in the Hoangho River, but it is suffi- 
cient that they are numbered not by thou- 
sands or tens of thousands, but by hundreds 
of thousands. The Province of Honan, in 


which they occurred, has been called the 


gardén of China. It comprises an area of 
65,404 square miles, and is densely populated 
owing to its great productiveness. The flood 
occurred in the Hoangho or Yellow River, 
which has been noted from time immemorial 
for disasters of this kind, so much so: that 
the people cali it The Sorrow of Han.” The 
flood began at Kai-fung, one of the cities of 
Honan, its usual source. At this point the 
river enters upon the great eastern plains of 
China, which are lower in most places than 
the river itseif. It brings down an immense 
amount of soil from above, and its bed is con- 
stantiy filling up with sediment. Instead of 
dredging it out the Chinese try to protect 
the country bv raising its banks, but it is 
only a question of time, year after year, 
when it will break through these arti- 
ficial banks and spread ruin in every 
direction. The flood of 1887 seems to 
have been worse than any of its predeces- 
sors, not excepting those of 1851 and 1852, 
when there was great destruction of life.’ 
The London Standard’s correspondent says 
that one-sixth of the area of the province. is 
converted into a vast lake. No less than 3,000 
large villages were ingulfed in a few min- 
utes. Hundreds of thousands of people were 
lost and millions are left in a starving con- 
dition. Tbe Emperor has made a handsome 
contribution for their relief, and others will 
undoubtedly follow his example; but, after 
all, these contributions will only partially 
allay suffering for a short time. With true 
Chinese obstinacy and indifference to disas- 
ters of this kind, nothing will be done to 


prevent such catastrophes in the future, and 
with their hostility to foreigners they will 


probably refuse to employ Western en- 
gineers, who for the sum they are now lay- 
ing out in charity, commendable as that is, 
would probably be able to devise some means 
for protecting these wretched people from 
any further visitations of The Sorrow of 
Han.“

LIFE IN LONDON. | 

That is an appalling picture which Arch- 
deacon Farrar, better known to American 
readérs as Canon Farrar, drew of life im Lon- 
don in his sermon in St. Margaret’s Church 
in that city Sunday. Speaking to the text, 
% Yea, the treacherous dealers have dealt 
very treacherously,” the eminent preacher, 
says the cable correspondent, ‘‘ while he de- 
nounced drunkenness, gambling, and bet- 
ting, dwelt most against impurity of thought 
and action. He drewa Hogarthian picture 
of a young masher gossiping with a silly bar- 
maid. His statistics as to 80,000 professional 
Phrynes in Loadon, 600,000 practical drunk- 
ards, 6,000 (?) public houses, and 4,000 clubs 
for tempting young mén, all in London, ap- 
peared to excite much surprise in the au- 
dience.““ 

Canon Farrar is far from being a sensa- 
tional preacher. He is a clergyman of great 
learning, comprehensive knowledge, and 
broad charity, who would not be likely to 
make charges for mereeffect. Hes statement 
is no doubt the result of diligent inquiry, 
observation, and investigation. The fact 
that his congregation was excited to much 
surprise by his discourse may be taken as 
indicating that it did not expect him to allude 
to a matter which was so notorious, but for 
which no remedy suggested itself to them. 
It is well known that in nearly every.drink- 
ing-place in London the thirsty customer is 
waited on by barmaids,who are hired for 
that purpose largely because they are en- 
dowed with more than the average share of 
good looks. The taverns are at all times 
crowded with mashers paying court to 
girls who only too frequently fall victims to 
the wiles of their customers and admirers. 
Itisa deplorable truth that the army of 
80,000 “professional Phrynes,” as they 
are called, is recruited from these 
barrooms. The custom would not be 
tolerated in any considerable city in 
America, and we have to go for a parallel 
to the backwoods towns of Wisconsin, where 
the giris are kept in duress to wait on the 
scarcely human. wretches who frequent the 
dance-halls there. Attempts have been made 
to introduce the barmaid custom, with other 
vices of London masherdom, in New York, 
but without success, and we know that in 
most of our large cities the mitigated form 
of the custom—the employment of girls in 
concert gardens as waiters—has been gen- 
erally suppressed. It was stated on oath not 
long ago in the London courts during the 
trial of a policeman, who arrested, the shop- 
girl Cass, that the fact that girls walked 
abroad in certain quarters of London after 7

in a conservative way. To make it an excuse 
for anything approaching wildcatting would 
be curing aslight evil by a great one. A 
few days ago the President of the Chase 
National Bank, New York, Mr. John Thomp- 
son, wrote to Senator Sherman urging him 
to favor such a modification of the National 
Bank act as would enable the banks to issue 
their notes up to the full cash value of the 
National bonds deposited by them with the 
Treasurer of the United States to secure 
their circulation. As the law now stands 
they can issue only 90 per cent. The 
writer of the letter was under the impression 
that Mr. Sherman wasopposed to that altera- 
tion, but in this he was mistaken. The Sen- 
ator was already on record in supportof such 
an amendment, and the Senate at its last ses- 
sion actually passed a bill to that effect. It 
went to the House, where it never came to a 
vote. A new Congress having come into ex- 
istence, it will be necessary to go over the 
ground again in the Senate. There is no 
doubt that body will stand by its former ac- 
tion. If this measure of relief is not secured 
at the present session the responsibility will 
rest on the Democratic House of Representa- 
tives. The matter is not properly a political 
issue in any sense, but it would be bad pol- 
ities on the part of the Democracy to ob- 
struct the proposéd legislation. 

Tne actual circulation of the National 
banks the Sth of October last was §272,387,- 
176, inclusive of $102,719,440 still outstanding, 
but which, having been surrendered by the 
banks which issued it, is no longer repre- 
sented by bonds, but by the amount of law- 
ful money deposited with the Treasurer to 
redeem the notes as they may be presented for 
redemption. This leaves the amount secured 
by bonds $169,667,736. Mr. Thompson states 
that the amount of actual increase which 
would follow allowing the banks to issue up 
to the full par value of their bonds would 
be $20,000,000. So far as concerns the 
banks themselves they cannot complain 
of any hardship. under the present 
system, and it is doubtful if they would 
actually gain by the change. The great 
bulk of their loauable funds must always 
consist of deposits made by local depositors 
and by other banks, or “ correspondents,”’ 
and what they like is an active demand at 
good rates and with good securities; but the 
general public suffer from any undue restric- 
tion in the volume of currency. The Ist of 
October last the total loans of the National 
banks alone were 1, 301, 155,304. Of this 
grand total Chicagé contributed $45,989,417, 
or, in round numbers, 46 millions. The rates 
in this city on goo@ geturity vary from 5 to 8 
per cent, according id the state of the mar- 
ket, 6 or 7 per cent being the usual rates. It 
will be observed that a variation of 1 per 
cent means in the aggregate in this city 
$460,000 a year. The Senator end Repre- 
sentatives from this city cannot therefore 
afford to be indifferent to the early enact- 
ment of the proposed amendment to the Na- 
tional Bank act. 


FOURTEEN MILLIONS LOCKED UP LAST 
MONTH. 
The Treasury debt statement for December 


gives the amount of the decrease of the 
public debt for the month as being $14,- 
584,650, but it is not to be understood that 
bonds to that amount were actually redeemed 
and the obligations they represent extin- 
| guished. In fact, no bonds were retired dur- 
ing the month, and the statement as to the 
reduction of the debt is largely deceptive. No 
such statement or claim could be made but 
for the practice introduced by ex-Treasurer 
Jordan of counting the debt “less available 
cash in the Treasury.“ Figuring in this 
manner every addition to the cash in the 
Treasury is made to appear in the monthly 


and the public is officially assured that the 
debt is being paid, while in fact the Treasury 
is adding to its hoards, withdrawmg money 
from circulation, and virtually contracting 
the currency. There has been no reduction 
of the interest-bearing debt since November, 
but the surplus has increased. Fourteen 
millions were retired from circulation and 
added to the Treasury hoard during the 
month of December. 

Without a change of the tariff or the inau- 
guration of wastefui expenditures such as the 
country will not tolerate the locking up of 
money will continue and the currency be con- 
tracted month by month. How long do bank- 
ers and business-men think the retirement of 
from 10 to 20 millions per month can go on 
with safety? Do Congressmen think tariff 
reform can be postponed and the usual busi- 
ness exigencies of the Presidential year be 
met while the currency is being heavily and 
steadily contracted?

They will not submit to needless taxation to 
swell the Treasury surplus and deplete the 
currency by from 10 to 20 millions every 
month. Congressmen who return such a rec- 
ord of stewardship at the close of the pres- 
ent session will be dealt with as the necessi- 
ties of the case demand. 


Tae Washington figures of valuation for 
‘the crops of grain raised in the United States 
last year appear to be based upon an average 
of 67 cents for wheat, 444 cents for corn, 
and 30, cents for oats, per bushel, on the 
farm. Those prices are only 4 cents iess 
for wheat and are 884 cents more for oats 
than the average prices of the speculative 
grades in this city for the last five months, 
and barely half a cent less for corn than the 
Chicago average for the last two months. It 
is difficult to understand that these estimates 
are not too high. In the case of wheat about 
40 per cent of the crop is grown between the 
longitude of Chicago and the Rocky 
Mountains, and the money received for 
that percentage by the farmer will 
hardly average 50 cents per bushel of the 
standard grade, withont making any allow- 
ance for the rather large quantities of infe- 
rior wheat which have to be sold at a dis- 
count. It would be necessary to sell the 
other 60 per cént at full New York prices in 
order to raise the general average to the offi- 
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Nee n 
stand how so much can be realized on the 
average farm when it is remembered that 
the great bulk of the corn crop is raised in 
the West, though it may be admitted 
that this winter presents the unusual 
spectacle of comparatively high prices 
paid by feeders near and beyond the 
Mississippi, and the latter statement 1s also 
true of oats.

Unless a bribe like that to the oid Pacific 
Mail Company is to be paid, or some kind of a 
secret pool maintained, there will soon be 
genuine and serious competition in the trans- 
portation of transcontinental freight, and the 
Pacific railroads will have a strong rival in 
the water line via Aspinwail. Four of the 
boats that will touch at Aspinwall are im- 
mense freight carriers, will transport three 
times as much as an average sailboat, and 
will make voyages in one-third the time re- 
quired by ordinary sailing vessels. In addi- 
tion to thé opening of the New York and 
India route the company engaged in this 
enterprise has put on several boats 
between New York and San Francisco, 
thus indicating plainly that it intends mak- 
ing a strong fight for Pacitic coast business 
proper as well as for Chinese and Indian 
traffic. The scheme of this powerful British 
company—the same that operates the Anchor 
Line—seems so far-reaching as to forbid any 
alliance with the Pacific railroads or the tak- 
ing of bribe money for refusing to carry 
freight or passengers at reasonabie rates. To 
all appearances genuine water competition in 
Pacific coast business and in the great traffic 
from China and India wili soon be a fact 


which the Pacific railroads must face. Here- 


tofore the Pacific roads have made their best 
rates for the o from China to England 
across the United States, but they must make 
their tariffs still lower if they expect to com- 
pete with the new line of fast steamers. 
They cannot go on levying all the trafic will 
bear—one charge for the service actually 
rendered and two more for returns on ficti- 
tious capital. But for the warped and per- 
verted rulings of the Inter-State Commission 
in frittering away the short-haul provision of 
the Inter-State act, the compulsory lowering 
ot the transcontinental charges to meet water 
competition for through traffic would benefit 
intermediate stations along the Pacific lines 
and give them some proportionate benefit. 
That is what the law was intended for, and it 
must be so construed and applied.

The 
Irish members of the New York Assembly 
are more likely to be saloonkeepers from the 
tough wards of New York and Buffalo, or 
smallbore politicians of the Democratic pur- 
suasion, easily subject to the influence of 
liquor trusts, than men of reform tendencies. 


Gov. McGill supplements Bishop Ireland's re- 


marks on the efficacy of the Minnesota law 
by a statement of his own to the effect that 
there has been areduction of the number of 
saloons under the law, and there are many 
facts which warrant the inference that there 
is much less drunkenness now than there 
was before the law went into operation. 


Ir was reported three or four weeks ago 
that the companies supplying natural gas to 
the citizens of the Pittsburg region were 
fighting among themselves, and that the big- 
gest of them was in a fair way to cut out at 
least one of the little ones. Later advices 
tell the “old, old story“ of the sequel to 
such a struggle.

The pipes laid by the 
Philadelphia company in the endeavor to cut 
out the little Chartieres involved an expénd- 
iture of about $80,000. Under the new man- 
agement the price for service is to be 
advanced 33 to 40 per cent, which is 
equivalent to adding $1,000,000 per year 
to the revenues of the contpanies form- 
ing the “trust,” their unitea income de- 
ing at present about $3,000,000 per annum. It 
is understood that the people of that section 
have no redress, being completely at tne 
mercy of the. monopolists, but it will be well 
for the citizens of other places to take warn-
